(62-104Q29-365) 
In October, 1957, Wilkey forwarded the San Antonio Office a copy of a study he had made 
of the Jencks decision and the corrective legislation, passed by Congress. The 
San Antonio Office observed that if Wilkey’ s interpretation of the new statute is legally ^ 
correct, under the FBI' s reporting system, only signed statements of witnesses or 
subjects— as well as unsigned statements which had been adopted by subjects or witnesses 
as being accurate — should be made avail ablefoy the Government during a trial. In 
reviewing Wilkey' s interpretation of the Jencks legislation, the Training and Inspection 
Division rendered the opinion that Wilkey was optimistic; that his optimism is encouraging 
but the Bureau should not change its reporting system ont he premise that the Supreme 
Court would agree with Wilkey.

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In both July and August, 1957, Wilkey wrote the Director commenting 
favorably concerning the work done by the Houston Office and the FBI Laboratory in 
connection with a case which resulted in successful prosecution of George B. Parr, et al.

On September 9, 1957, the Director observed that the Deputy Attorney 
General had called to inquire if the Director would check on Malcdm Wilkey, who was 
being considered for a position in the Department here. At the Director's instructions, 

I the views of the Houston Office were obtained concerning Wilkey. ASAC Alexander 
said Wilkey had been friendly and cooperative; that Wilkey had commented he was opposed 
to the Jencks decision; and that Wilkey had not expressed any views on civil rights matters 
but that the Houston Office had no problem with civil rights investigations in Houston 
other than police brutality cases, and Wilkey had generally requested a thorough and 
complete investigation. The Director noted that he phoned William P. Rogers regarding 
Wilkey and Malcolm Anderson, U. S. Attorney for the Western District of Pennsylvania -j 
concerning whom Mr. Rogers also had inquired. 

In accordance with instructions that each U. S. Attorney be contacted to 
obtain his suggestions for improving the FBI' s services and operations, Wilkey was 
contacted by the Houston Office on September 6, 1957. He said he had no specific 
suggestion to relay; had nothing but the highest praise for the Houston and San Antonio 
Offices and the •Director; and- noted that the change in the Bureau’s system of report 
Writing was excellent, "not only from the standpoint of having statements available for 
possible use in court but the format of the report would be of invaluable assistance to 
the U. S. Attorney’s Office in the preparation of the case for prosecution in the light of 
current developments. " (62-42908-82) 

On October 25, 1957, Houston newspapers contained articles reflecting 
unconfirmed reports that Wilkey would resign as US. Attorney. The "Houston Post" of 
October 30, 1957, contained an unconfirmed report that Wilkey was being considered for 
a top job in the Department of Justice; that he might, be appointed to head either the Civil 
Rights Division or the Criminal Division. (77- 60714- A)

I told Judge Walsh the reason I was bringing this to his attention 
was because of the inept manner the Department’ c cases are handled by the 
Internal Security Division of the Department. I stated some months previously 
I had had to call to the Attorney General’s attention the failure of Departmental 
attorneys to take positive action in denying some allegations made by a defendant’s 
counsel in another SAC B case* I stated that the action of Waterman in this 
present situation was certainly indicative of naiveness or ineptness, the result 
being the same, in that it could cause critical embarrassment to the Department 
and particularly the FBI. Judge Walsh indicated ho would probably speak to 
Mr. J, Walter Yeagley about this matter. 

I also took occasion to raise with Judge Walsh the question as to 
whether tlio Department of Justice has taken a position regarding capital 
punishment. I told him there was a committee headed by former Assistant 
Attorney General Charles B. I lurray which was working upon some agenda 
for the forthcoming meeting of the Judicial Conference of Federal Courts in 
the District of Columbia. I stated I was advised that at a meeting a few days 
ago Mr. James V. Eennett, the Director of Prisons, lead the demand for 
the elimination of the mandatory death penalty, and, while this was no surprise 
to me in view of Mr. Eennett’ s attitude toward punitive measures, it was the 
impression of those attending this meeting that the Department of Justice 
shared the same views. I told Judge Walsh the reason I was. raising the 
question was that l was proposing to write a letter to the chairman of the 
committee, Mr. Murray, opposing the elimination of the death sentence, 
but I wanted to be advised first whether the Department had taken a definite 
position upon this matter. 

Judge Walsh stated that to his knowledge the Department has never 
taken any position in this matter and apparently Mr. Eennett was setting forth 
his own views. I commented that this was not unusual in that It r. Eonnetfc 
at the close of the last session of Congress had lobbied for the passage of 
the extension of the Youth Control Act to persons 25 years of age even though 
the Department was not in favor of this.

I have been asked this morning to explain 
Attorney General Rogers’ proposal for the use of United States 
Voting Referees as an instrumentality for the elimination of 
racial discrimination in voting. 

According to the report of the Civil Rights 
Commission, in certain areas racial discrimination permeates 
the administration of state election laws. In these areas the 
number of Negroes registered to vote is far fewer than would 
be expected from their proportion of the population. In 
addition, the report gives harsh examples of the administrative 
harassment which has blocked the efforts of Negroes who try 
to vote. 

Confronted with the problem of state adminis- 
trative discrimination against hundreds of persons, the 
Commission recommended that some alternative type of 
registration procedure be devised through which those persons 
could establish their right to vote. Although the Commission 
itself did not submit any proposed bill for the Congress, a 
number of bills to implement its recommendation have actually 
been introduced. Most of the bills propose that in areas in 




which the Civil Rights Commission finds that persons have 
been deprived of the right to vote because of their race or 
color, the President designate a federal administrative 
official to be a voting registrar with power to register 
voters for federal elections --the election of United States 
Senators, United States Representatives and Electors for 
President and Vice-President, 

It is the view of the Department of Justice 
that those proposals are inadequate for the following 
reasons^ 

1. There is a constitutional question as to 
whether the present procedures of the Civil Rights Commission 
are adequate to support a determination which would in whole 
or in part supplant a state election officer, 

2 . If the form of the Commission and its 
procedures are altered to assume the traditional pattern of 
administrative agencies this new function will inevitably weigh 
down and. subordinate the present objective of the Commission 
which is to gather facts to serve as a basis for congressional 
action in this field. 
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3. The relief contemplated would merely 
extend to federal elections. Even if effective, the invaluable 
right to vote for state officials would be lost. 

4. The persons who registered before the 
federal official would in all probability never be able to vote 
at all. The ballots provided on election day would almost 
always be consolidated ballots for both federal and state 
offices. A person authorized to vote by a federal registrar 
would not be authorized to vote for state offices. Those 
state election officials who are not in sympathy with the pro- 
gram may be expected to find ample excuse for confusion. 

5. At the very best there would be segregated 
voting. The Negro would not vote at all unless there were 
made available to him a separate federal ballot or a separate 
voting machine. Thus the ballot of every Negro registered 
by a federal registrar would be so clearly identified that for 
all practical purposes his ballot would not be secret. 

6. There would be no effective method for 
protecting a federally registered person in his attempt to vote. 
Even though interference with the exercise of this right is a 
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federal crime, it is unrealistic to expect successful prose- 
cutions for such a crime before a jury drawn from an 
unsympathetic community. 

7. This right to vote would be exposed to 
restraining orders incidental to state court proceedings 
commenced on the eve of election and not concluded until 
it was too late to vote. 

8. Finally, whatever type of administrative 
action is devised, it must be expected that it will not become 
effective until reviewed by the courts. There is no reason 
to resort to this doubly time-consuming administrative 
process when the courts themselves can be equipped with the 
means necessary to grant effective, expeditious relief. 

In order to devise a plan free from these 
objections the Attorney General has recommended that 
Congress authorize a federal judge, after finding the existence 
of a pattern or practice of racial discrimination in voting, to 
appoint an ancillary officer to be known as a United States 
Voting Referee who will be available for the prompt regis- 
tration of Negroes who can show (1) that they are qualified 


to vote, and (2) that they have attempted to exercise that 
right but have been frustrated by state officers, A key 
feature of the Attorney General's bill is that where a pattern 
of discrimination against Negroes has been found, a qualified 
Negro who has been deprived of the right to vote is con- 
clusively presumed to have been so deprived because of the 
existence of that pattern. 

The way it is anticipated that this proposal 
will work is as follows: The Attorney General under Section 
1971(c) of Title 42 U.S.C. will prove before a federal court 
the existence of a practice or pattern of discrimination in a 
particular area. The court after finding that this pattern 
exists will enjoin its continuance. As incidental provisions 
of its order, it will appoint a person or persons to serve as 
voting referees. In its order it will detail the procedures 
which those referees are to follow. 

The Attorney General's proposal does not contain 
any rigid set of procedures but does provide for the essential 
steps which must be taken. Assuming that Negroes are the 
race against whom the pattern of discrimination is found, it is 


contemplated that the referee will hear promptly any applica- 
tion by a member of that race. If he can prove ex parte (1) that 
he is qualified to vote and (2) that he has tried to comply with 
the state’s procedures and that he has been unable to so qualify 
because the state registrar denied his application, or refused to 
act upon it promptly, or made himself unavailable to hear the 
application, the referee will so find and recommend to the 
judge that he be ordered qualified to vote. 

It will not be necessary for the applicant to prove 
anew the existence of the pattern or practice of discrimination 
which the judge has already found. Neither will it be necessary 
for him to prove that the denial of his right to register was 
because of that pattern. This difficult element of proof is the 
one which the statute would eliminate. Congress would in effect 
provide that where the Court has found a pattern of discrimination 
against Negroes, it is so obvious that this pattern is the only 
cause for the denial of registration to a fully qualified Negro 
applicant that the applicant need not prove this causal link. Such 
a procedure is clearly appropriate both as a statutory means of 
enforcement of the Fifteenth Amendment and as legislative 





facilitation of a court’s ancillary procedures for the enforce- 
ment of its own decrees. 

After the referee has heard the voter, he will 
make his findings and recommendations to the judge. The 
judge in his order will have provided for notice to the other 
parties of the action and for an opportunity for them to be 
heard in opposition. This would ordinarily be by serving upon 
the state registrar and the United States Attorney and other 
appropriate parties to the original action the report of the 
referee and an order to show cause on a specified date why 
the persons named in the report should not be authorized to 
vote. On the return date unless the papers filed in opposition • 
raise a substantial issue of fact there should be no need for 
a hearing in which the applicant would be required. 

It is expected that the judge will provide for 
a swift sifting of captious objections in the same way in which 
courts eliminate frivolous contentions by pre-trial proceedings 
or by summary judgment. Here the issues will ordinarily be 
so simple that a judge should be able to act on a large number 
of applications at a single hearing and upon short notice.

With respect to literacy qualifications, or the 
explanation of the meaning of constitutional provisions, as 
required by some states, there will be no need for the applicant 
to appear before the court. His answers to the referee will 
ordinarily not be subject to dispute; their adequacy may be a 
matter for argument between counsel but there will be no 
occasion to require the applicant to submit to further 
examination. 

Finally, in those areas in which the state law 
requires identification by already registered voters, the court 
or the referee may use their subpoena power to compel the 
attendance of witnesses. 

After the appropriate parties have had an 
opportunity to be heard in opposition to the findings and the 
recommendation of the voting referee, the judge is required 
to ratify his findings unless they are clearly erroneous and to 
issue a supplementary decree which will order that the named 
persons be permitted to vote and that all state action incidental 
to the exercise of this right be taken by the appropriate state 


officers. 


The voter will be given a certificate of voting 
qualification and the judge may direct the voting referee or 
such other persons as he deems necessary to attend the polls 
to see that the voters named in the order are not defeated in 
their efforts to exercise the rights which the court has by its 
decree established. 

It is also required that the Attorney General 
cause a copy of the order of the court to be served upon every 
election official whose acts are necessary to make effective the 
right to vote of the persons named in the order. In this way the 
exercise of this right is sheltered from beginning to end by the 
protection of the federal court. Anyone who knowingly attempts 
to thwart the court's order risks the penalties of contempt of 
court. Further, there will be no excuse for intrusion by any 
state court under these circumstances. Any effort by it to 
stay the exercise of the right granted by the federal order would 
itself be appropriately subject to stay by a further federal court 
order. 

It is thus believed that, recognizing the immense 
difficulties of compelling unwilling state officers to comply with 


the Fifteenth Amendment, the proposal of the Attorney General 
is the most effective that could be devised to meet this problem. 
Any effort to establish some system for federal action outside 
the federal courts will put in the hands of the opponents of 
Negro voting a far greater choice of time and forum in which 
to entangle the rights of the hopeful voter. 

The Attorney General's proposal has the full 
and unqualified support of the Administration. It is believed 
that it is an effective answer to the problem and the best so 
far devised for the following reasons: 

1. Its control lies in the hands of the local 
federal judge. He is a person who may be expected to enjoy 
community respect and to be fully familiar with the exact 
conditions of the problem to be overcome. Further, as a 
judge, his actions, and the actions of the referees he appoints, 
and the reasons for these actions, are all matters of record 
explainable to the community and directly reviewable by the 
appellate courts. 


2. Because the court itself will be overseeing 
the implementation of its own decree, there will be no conflict 


of agencies or duality of responsibility. The referee will be 
someone in whom the court has confidence and to whom the 
court will be approachable for instructions and action. 

3. The referee and the persons named in 
the court’s order will be protected by the court’s power 

to punish for contempt, a protection which no administrator 
or administrative agency can give. 

4. The proposal presents no constitutional 
problem. The powers granted to the referee are based upon 
a judicial determination of a pattern or practice of racial 
discrimination in voting. The finding in turn is based upon 
a court conducted proceeding in accordance with familiar 
judicial procedures. 

5. The inevitable delay required for court 
tests of new legislation should be shorter than that which 
would be required by some new administrative system. Not 
only are the possible questions which may be raised fewer 
and simpler, but the Attorney General’s proposal would be 
a mere implementation of a section (42 U.S.C. § 1971 (c) ), 
the constitutionality of which is right now under consideration 
by the Supreme Court. 
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6. The Attorney General's proposal does not 
permit federal intrusion into state election machinery in any 
place except those very areas in which a pattern or practice of 
racial discrimination is a judicially proven fact, 

7. Finally the Attorney General's proposal 

will protect the right to vote in state as well as federal elections. 
It gives a broad sweep to Congress’s responsibility under the 
Fifteenth Amendment. 

State elections must be included in the relief 
given by Congress for many reasons; we cannot tolerate 
Jim Crow at the ballot box. It would be ironic indeed if while 
federal courts assert the illegality of segregation in public 
schools, in railroad waiting rooms, in parks, and on public 
golf courses, it is by federal legislation expressly condoned in 
the voting place. State elections may be less dramatic but they 
can in reality be more important than federal elections. They 
decide who will run the schools and who will enforce the laws, 
who will select the juries, and who will be the local judge. It is 
only in the rightto vote in these elections that there lies the 
kernel of hope for the ultimate eradication of racial segregation 
and the long awaited fulfillment of a basic promise that the pro- 
tection of the law shall be equal to all.

Nixon Names 
N.Y. Lawyer 
As Deputy

President-elect Nixon today 
named Henry Cabot Lodge 
to be chief U.S. negotiator 
at the Vietnam peace talks 
in Paris after Jan. 20.

In deciding to replace the 
current negotiating team of 
Averell Harriman and Vance, 
, Nixon was fulfilling a cam- 
paign promise to bring to the 
settlement of the war “a new 
team and a fresh approach.” 
Nixon also asserted during 
the campaign that he — unlike 
his opponent, Vice President 
Humphrey — was not tied to 
the pol'cies of the past. The 
war, he declared, "can best 
be ended by a new Admin- 
istration that has given no 
hostages to the mistakes of 
the past; an Administration 
neither defending old errors 
nor bound by the old record.” 
Linked to Past 
Now the appointment of 
Lodge as chief negotiator, the 
retention of Ambassador Ells- 
worth Bunker in Saigon and 
the designation of U. Alexis 
Johnson, a Vietnam diplomacy 
veteran, to be Under Secre- 
tary of State for Political Af- 
fairs, appears to link the Nixon

to past commitments and pol- 
icies in Vietnam than had 
been generally expected. 

Lodge himself spoke of the 
importance of the past record 
in a statement distributed 
here today accepting the 
“trying and delicate” task of 
negotiating. 

"The commitments of the 
past run deep,” Lodge said. 
“Each party to the conflict has 
formed them in more than a 
decade of war. They have been 
sanctified in the blood of 
many.” The statement was 
handed out by Nixon aides, 
and thus appeared to have had 
Nixon’s clearance. 


g°n^n 1965-67, Lodge ex- 
doubt himself on sev- 
era^^casions that peace in 
Vietnam would ever result 
from negotiations. He said -at 
the. time that the most likely 
end to the war would be a de- 
cision by the enemy simply to 
“fade away.” On Dec. 6, 1966, 
for example, he was quoted as 
anticipating an ending to the 
war in which “there’s no 
treaty, there’s no headlines. 
They (the enemy) don’t even 
admit they were in a war, let 
alone admit they got defeated 
at it.” 

However, these statements 
were made at a time when ne- 
goitations were not considered 
a serious prospect by top offi- 


cials in Washington or in the. 
Saigon regime. 

Lodge’s statement j^fcrday | 
declared that a sett^Hnt of 
the war is “of suprane im- 
portance” and said that “the! 
meetings under way in Paris 
offer a hopeful forum for the 
definition of the interest of all 
parties involved and for the 
design of agreements to meet 
those interests.” It stopped 
short of saying that the Paris 
•talks themselves will bring 
peace in Vietnam. 

In a prepared statement an- 
nouncing the appointments, 
Nixon said that Lodge ‘’brings 
to this grave resppnsibility the 
finest and most pertinent 
qualities of experience, and he 
enjoys my full confidence.” 


The President-elect called 
upon the Nation to "£ive fulf 
support to the new negotiating 
team, which, he said, “will rep- 
resent not an Administration 
but the United States.” Nixon 
made the same point in vir- 
tually the same language dur- 
ing the presidential campaign 
about the current team of ne- 
gotiators. 

Nixon’s statement also said 
that' the new team was named 
on the recommendation of 
Secretary -of State- designate 
Rogers. 

While Lodge, Bunker and 
Johnson are linked to past ac- 
tion in the Vietnam conflict, 
Rogers and the choice for dep- 
uty U.S. negotiator, Walsh, 
have had virtually no connec- 


tion with past policy. Rogers 
and Walsh are old and close 
friends, a fact that could en- 
hance Walsh’s stature in Paris. 

Nixon was at his desk on the 
39th floor of the Hotel Pierre, 
his transition headquarters, 
when the written statements 
were distributed to newsmen 
by aides in a' briefing room on 
•the second floor. His failure to 
appear dn person to make the 
announcements — attributed by 
ta spokesman to the pressure 
of work— made it impossible 
for reporters to question him 
.about the Lodge appointment. 

According to. Nixon spokes- 
man Ronald Ziegler the Pres- 
ident-elect informed Bunker 
in Saigon by telephone last 
night of his wish that Bunker 


remain at his post. Bunker is 
said by Ziegler to have agreed 
in principle, saying that he 
would do whatever Nixon 
deemed to be in the national 
interest. 

Ziegler said details of Bunk- 
er’s* tenure are to be worked 
out in a forthcoming personal 
conference with Under Secre- 
tary-designate Johnson, who 
will soon visit Saigon.The ten- 
ure. is pot expected to be tran- 
sitional or temporary. 

Lodge, 66, has been U.S. 
Senator from Massachusetts, 
U.S. Ambassador to the 
United Nations and Ambassa- 
dor at Large as well as Ambas- 
sador to South Vietnam and to 
West Germany and Nixon’s 
running mate dn 1960. 



Since the 1960 campaign, 
Nixon and Lodge have not 
been considered particularly 
close. They are known to have 
discussed the Paris negotia- 
tions on Nov. • 9 at Key Bis- 
cayne, Fla., during Lodge’s 
most recent trip to the U.S. 

Walsh, 57, ds a partner of 
Davis, Polk and Wardwell, one 
of the largest and most presti- 
geous New York law firms. 
While his appointment to 
Paris is said to have been 
under discussion for some 
days, it apparently was made 
difinite on Saturday. On that 
day, Ziegler reported, Walsh 
met with Nixon and Rogers in 
the Pierre transition head 
quarters. Walsh’s presence 
there was not announced at 
the time. 

A native of Nova. Scotia, 
Walsh served as counsel to 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York (1947-49), counsel .to the 
N.Y. Public Service Commis- 
sion (1951-53), director' and 
general counsel of the N.Y. 
Harbor Waterfront Commis- 
sion (1953-54) and U.S. District 


Judge in New York City (1954- . 
57) before Rogers convinced 
him to leave the bench to be- 
come his deputy at the Depart- 
ment of Justice in 1957. Rog- 
ers and Walsh have been close - 
friends since they served to- 
gether thirty years ago as 
young prosecutors on the staff 
of Dewey, then a racket-bust- 
ing district attorney in New 
York City. 

During his service as Dep- 
uty Attorney General, Walsh- 
coordinated Federal action in 
the Little Rock school integra- 
tion dispute. 

This morning, Nixon attend- 
ed services at Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, accom- 
panied by the Rev. Dr. Billy . 
Graham and the evangelist’s 
associate, the Rev. Grady J 
Wilson.

S. Hazard Gillespie, member of the law firm of 
Davis, Polk, and Wardwell, New York, New York, and former 
United States Attorney for the Southern District of New York, 
advised he has been acquainted with Judge Walsh since 1929 
and said they have been closely associated on a professional 
basis for many years. He described Judge Walsh as a brilliant 
and highly qualified attorney who has consistently demonstrated 
the highest degree of personal and professional integrity. 
According to Mr. Gillespie, Judge Walsh is calm, even-tempered, 
and patient, and he is thorough in the preparation and 
presentation of matters which he handles. He stated 
Judge Walsh exercises outstanding judgment, and his personal 
life has been exemplary. Mr. Gillespie commented favorably 
regarding the character, loyalty, reputation, and associates 
of Judge Walsh and other members of his family, and said he 
feels certain Judge Walsh will be an outstanding representative 
of the United States in the position to which he has been 
named . 


J. Edward Lumbard, Jr., Chief Judge, United States 
Court of Appeals, Second Circuit, New York, New York, stated 
he has known Judge Walsh since 1935.

Judge Lumbard commented favorably as to Judge Walsh's 
character, loyalty, and associates, and described him as a 
man of the highest integrity.

On 12/18/86 Whitney North Seymour, Independent Counsel 
appointed by the Courts to investigate Michael Deaver, Rm. 6400 
United States Courthouse, Washington, D.C. tel 202-371-9720, 
stated that he has known the applicant, Lawrence Walsh, for 
approximately 38 years. He advised he first met the applicant 
while a law student and a volunteer at the Republican National 
Convention and Mr. Walsh was serving as Counsel to Governor 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York. 

Seymour advised that Walsh is personally and 
professionally an outstanding individual, whose reputation, 
character and integrity are of the highest order. He further 
stated the applicant’s legal integrity, ability and 
professionlism are outstanding. Seymour stated he has never 
observed or heard of the applicant displaying any bias or 
prejudice towards any individual, group, or category of people. 
Seymour added that he is not aware of, nor has he ever heard 
anything adverse concerning the applicant. 

Seymour stated he doe s not recall an Assistant U.S. 
Attorney with the first name of I I however if necessary, he can 
obtain the names of all assistants. He related that he was the 
United States Attorney for the Southern District of New York 
between 1970-1972 and that Walsh was a senior partner with Davis, 
Polk, and Wardwell during that period of time.
